More than a 
few had many title shots. Still Ivan 
waited for his chance. And waited. 
And waited. 

Finally, the day. arrived. Ivan had 
his title shot. The man prepared 
scrupulously. His complex 
strategies were refined to 
perfection. He almost lived in the 
gymnasium, practicing and 
practicing. He achieved a fluidity 
and grace few men can hope to 
enjoy. 

The night of the match, lvan stood 
tall and proud. From the opening 
bell, his maneuvers were perfect. 
Graham was immediately 
overwhelmed. The champion grew 
desperate. With an intricate series 
of maneuvers, Billy managed to 
defend himself for about five 
minutes. Then, realizing only a 
miracle could get him the victory, 
Graham had himself disqualified. 
Graham doesn'tbelieve in miracles. 

That was the only time Ivan Putski 
was ever allowed to wrestle 


Superstar Billy Graham. Tony 
Garea, Larry Zbyszko, and a few 
others have had many title shots. 
Graham has repulsed them time 
and time again. Though the 
challengers have been honorable, 
they don't own a monopoly on title 
"shots. Putski earned another

Bruno Sammartino was asked why 
he never wrestled scientific 


wrestlers, the ex-champion 
explained he had no say in the 
choice of his opponents. All 
matches were made by the 
commissioners. Now Bruno is an 
honorable man. If the com- 
missioners won't extend the 
privilege of choosing opponents to 
Sammartino, they certainly won't 
do it for Graham. So Billy can't be

The situation has reached a fever.

Why do the commissioners avoid 
giving Putski a title shot. When 
others wrestlers are asked, there is 
no answer.

situation are afraid to publicly 
criticize the commissioners. After 
all, it would mean they would lose 
their title shots, also. 

Only one person inside the 
profession was willing to talk about 
what is happening. He is a referee, 
known throughout the sport for his 
honesty and integrity. He has asked 
to remain anonymous. 

"They don't want Putski to be 
champion. One title shot is the only 
opportunity Putski will ever get to be 
champion. They figured there had to 
be one title match for the guy. After 
all, next to Sammartino, lvan is the 
number one contender. 

"| don't know if the com- 
missioners celebrated when Ivan 
didn't win the title, but | wouldn'tbe 
surprised. Let's face it, the guy is not 
the average athlete. There's 
Something about Putski that scares 
commissioners. They can't 
understand a guy who'll risk his 
career to please the fans. They can't 
trust him because they don't 
understand him. 

"What the commissioners fear is 
if Putski got the belt, it wouldn't 
change him. He'd still fly down to 
Texas if there was a rulebreaker 
who had to be stopped. Ivan takes 
too many risks. The title is a very 
valuable thing to the promoters. Do 
you realize how much money would 
be lost if Putski and the belt were 
stuck ina hospital for three months? 
All it would take is a broken leg. 

"Fans could beg for Ivan to have 
another chance, but the promoters 
would say, ‘He had his chance and 
failed.’ They may not be too happy 
with Graham, but they're scared

^| like Ivan. More than that, | 
respect him. That's why | want the 
public to know what's going on. The 
man deserves another title shot. 
And if he gets it, | think he'll be 
champion. In my opinion, he's the 
best around.” 

Ivan may very well be the best 
wrestler alive today. Will he ever get 
the chance to prove it? Ask the 
commissioners. 
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USK PAINTED THE land- 
scae a pastel red. Traffic 
in both directions was sluggish 
with people returning home 
from work. In one car, a man 
was going to work. Jack Brisco 
headed for the wrestling arena. 
The last few months have 
seen strange things happen to 
this complex man. For a while, 
friends and admirers felt he was 
only a match away from once 
again wearing the NWA belt. He 
seemed dedicated to regaining 
the title. Certainly all his 
energies were marshaled in that 
direction. When Harley Race 
won the NWA belt from Terry 
Funk, everyone assumed Jack 
would become champion 
almost immediately. After all, 
didn't Jack defeat Race the first 
time to win the belt? 

It should have worked. as 
everyone hoped it would. 
Wrestling could boast an 
honorable champion. Brisco 
would have proven his

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most needs his scientific skills and 
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personal dignity, Jack Brisco seems to be floundering in 
confusion. Can anyone direct him back to the path of 
victory? Before answering, read this 
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In his match against Blackjack Lanza 
(above and below), Brisco was able to 
quiet the critics who complained that he 
was taking too much time in tag team 
competition with his brother. 
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greatness to the world, perhaps 
blazing new trails for the sport. 
But things don’t always happen 
for the best. 

Just when it seemed all would 
be well, Jack became obsessed 
with perfecting a tag team with 
his’ brother, Jerry. Friends 
implored Jack to forget the 
team and concentrate on 
winning the title. Brisco angrily 
went his own way, sometimes 


destroying long-standing. 
friendships in the process. The - 


pleas of those around him fell 
on deaf ears. 

This night, Jack headed for 
the arena alone. The promoter 
had made him an offer he 
couldn't refuse. Blackjack 
Lanza would be his opponent. 
The former champion didn't 
especially want the match, but 
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the money was good and the 
criticism. stung. So to quiet 
those who demanded he 
wrestle in a solo match, Brisco 
found himself speeding toward 
the wrestling arena. 

When asked before the match 
how he prepared for the 
oncoming battle, “1 deposited 
the money in the bank." His 
tone of voice didn't invite 
laughter. 

Yet, his actions in combat 
proved differently. The man had 
clearly worked long hours 
perfectng maneuvers and 
strategies. Still, there was 
something wrong. Brisco 
lacked the desire for victory. 
Advantages were passed up 
time and time again. It came as 
no surprise when the match 
ended in a draw. It was as if 


Brisco willfully decided not to 
prove his superiority. 

When the match ended, fans 
were confused. Even Lanza 
‘betrayed his wonder at what 
happened. Brisco failed to 
acknowledge anyone in the 
crowd as he strode back to the 
dressing room. It seemed he 
wanted nothing but distance 


between himself and the arena. . 


Those who thought the match 
was some strange occurrence 
were in for a shock. Now, 
whenever Brisco wrestles by 
himself, the same thing occurs. 
He seems more interested in 
executing separate maneuvers 
than in winning a match.It's as if 
his opponent was nothing more 
than a practice dummy. 

What happened to the 
competitive spark that ignited 
Brisco to win the NWA title? 
What, if anything, extinguished 
it? Those are questions 
everyone seems to be asking. A 
few people have theories. 

“He was never really 
interested in winning," 
Blackjack Lanza believes. "He 


was probably more surprised . 


than anyone when he became 
champion. Brisco is one of 
those fancy boys who thinks it's 
not whether you win orlose, but 
how you play the game. The 
man never had any grit. He 
defended his title because that's 
the proper thing to do. But he 
was never hungry for the belt. 
Never meant much to him. It 
sure doesn't mean anything to 
him now." 

Not everyone agrees with 
that. Paul Jones thinks Brisco's 
time to regain the title is near. 

“If | don't take the belt," Paul 
declares, "then I think it will go 
to Brisco. Don't let anyone tell 
you he doesn't want it. He'd 
sacrifice every. member of his 
family to get it. 

"What he's doing now is 
practicing. Except for Race, he 
doesn't care about being 
victorious over anybody. He's 
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Blackjack Lanza tries to bring Jack down, but he will.n

ot succeed. Brisco had little 


trouble winning this match, though his heart wasn't really in it. Many of his fellow 
wrestlers feel Jack is just waiting for the time when he will take the NWA belt from 


Harley Race again. 
methodically perfecting all his 


‘moves, waiting for the moment 


when Race is his opponent. The 
man is using every wrestler in 
the NWA as his sparring 
partners. When the belt is on the 
line, watch the change in 
Brisco. 

"He's just waiting for the right 
moment. All the other stuff is 
meaningless." 

Many people hope Jones is 
right. Yet, Paul's theory seems 
just too pat to be true. One can't 
get over the nagging feeling 
something is definitely wrong 
with Jack, something terrible. 


Perhaps those Closest to Jack 
can help him. Hopefully there is 
a person who can motivate the 
man to once again be the 
glorious warrior fans remember 
and love. That savior would be 
doing more than just helping 
Jack. Never has wrestling more 
needed a champ the fans can 
respect. The very existence of 
the sport may rest on Brisco's 
shoulders. 

Maybe Jack realizes that. And 
maybe he’s just waiting for the 
right moment to lift this 
awesome burden. We can

disaster. It wouldn't be the first-time

Some flaw in Andre makes him 
forsake his tag team partner in 
combat.
